scathingly condemned today 
in an 
encyclical of Pope 
P i u s XI reaffirming the 
Catholic 
doctrine 
of - the 


sanctity of matrimony. 
It 


was the first such expression of 
the Holy See on the theme in 50 
years. 
The encyclical, containing 16,000 
words, drew upon the full sources 
of ecclesiastical authority for its 
precepts, which, mandatory on the 
faithful, the pontiff said he hoped 
to see accepted by all men. 
He expressed himself as follows- 
Birth control: Those practicing 


birth control the pontiff describ- 
es as "branded with the guilt of 
3 grave crime." Abortion is termed 
"murder." 
., Divorce: The age old Catholic 
doctrine of the indissolubility of 
marriage for any reason whatso- 
ever is reaffirmed. 
Companionate marriage: Experi 
mental, marriage of any sort the 
pontiff utterly condems. 
Marriage: Its sacred, permanent 


character 
is reaffirmed by 
the 


Holy Father, who lists its bless- 
ings as children; conjugal fidelity 
and honorable obedience to mat- 
rimonial obligations. 
Modern woman: She owes obed 


ience to her husband but not at 
the sacrifice of dignity or to the 
point of obeying unreasonable re- 
quests. 
Sex education: The Vatican con- 


dems "exaggerated 
physiological 
education 
"although 
maintaining 
that the basis of happy or unhappy 
married life is laid in prepara- 
tion during youth for matrimony. 
Sterilization: No .human agency

GRAPE PRODUCERS OUTLINE 


PLAN OUTWIT BOOTLEGGERS 


AND BENEFIT BIG INDUSTRY 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 8.—(/P)— 
California grape producers came 
forward today with a plan they 
said would jar the country's boot- 
leggers and at the same 
time 


benefit 150,000 persons and "help 
to save the $350,000,000 grape in- 
dustry from financial disaster." 


The plan is contained in a book- 
let circulated by Fruit Industries, 
Ltd., a government sponsored co- 
operative. 
The 
booklet 
implies 
Mrs/ Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
former prohibition prosecutor for 
the department of justice, became 
counsel for Fruit Industries, Ltd., 
to battle the bootlegger. 
The booklet points out that the 
Volstead 
law does not prohibit 


fruit juices in the home. It urges 
the support of the legal method 
of .obtaining, grape beverages, both 
for the benefit of the grape in- 
dustry in rejieving 
the 
surplus 


production- -problem, -and 
as- a 
means of taking the profit out of 
illicit traffic in alcoholic bever- 
ages. 


The plan includes "utilization of 


part of the surplus grape crop in 
canned and

juices. 


The booklet says:

In front of the Invalides 
war 
veterans who had suffered wounds 
while serving under "Papa" Joffre 
were given seats of honor while 
Sena-toe. Louis Barthou, minister of 
war and personal friend of the 
marshal, extolled his services to 
his country. 
M. Barthou traced the marshal's 


military career and explained his 
strategy at the- Marne, which was 
that the retreat before the -battle 
vas his preparation for the conflict. 
He compared the marshal with 
Washington and Franklin, and in 
his peroration commented that al- 
though misjudged he had felt no 
bitterness, and had said nothing 
which would risk, harming the fair 
name of France; 
He lauded the move which sent 


Joffre tp America in *917, and ex- 
tolled the marshal's conduct there 
as one who, possessing glory, did 
not lack modesty.. 
"Joffre has 


made 
no mistake," 
M. Barthou 


said, "the brotherly accolade 
of 


the two peoples came as a reali- i 
zation of all his hopes." 
"No one has better recognized 


than Joffre the great achievements 
of these millions of men who, wil-

In this over-motored land, 
where American cars whiz in all 
directions along new 
road,

salem or south from Syria is sure 
to see the place that is dear to all 
the Christian world as the home 
of Jesus and of Mary and Joseph. 


Nazareth lies on a main thor- 


oughfare, -and Damascus-bound or 
Haifa-bound motors see it, resting

Tabor. 


Left to himself, the chauffeur will 
stop at a central garage, to fill up 
with gasoline (not from a pump, 
but from four-gallon tins), and to 
chatter with his asembled fellows.

encyclical today by Pope Piux XI. 
Among the practices of frustration

scathingly condemned 


was birth control. 


Referring to birth control, which 


bishops 
of the Anglican church 


endorsed 
under 
certain circum- 


stances at 
the Lambeth 
confer- 


ence in London last summer, the 
pontiff 
condemns all such prac- 


tices as "against the law of God 
and nature." 
The 
encyclical 
unequlvocably 


calls abortion murder. 
The prac- 
tice of sterilization of the psysi- 
cally unfit is proclaimed to be 
against the law of God. The un- 
fit, 
the 
pontiff 
says, should be 


dissuaded 
from marriage but he 


maintains that the body of every 
man is sacred and that 'public 
magistrates can be given no pow- 
er to harm the body's integrity ex- 
cept where a grave crime is con- 
cerned. 


Affirming that the laws of mar- 
riage are of God, "the author of 
nature, and by Christ our Lord by 
•whom nature was redeemed," the 
encyclical 
declares: 
"These 
laws 


cannot be subject to any human 
decrees or to any contrary pact, 
even of the spouses themselves:" 


The words of «t. Augustine are 


quoted to put forward that of all 
the blessings of marriage the child 
holds first place; St. Paul, the 
pontiff said, "I wish young girls 
to marry. * * to beget children, 
to be mothers of families." 
"Both husband and wife, how- 


ever," the encyclical states, "re- 
ceiving these 
childVcn with joy 


and gratitude from the hand of 
God, 
will regard them as a talent 
committed to their charge by God 
not only to be employed for their 
own advantage or for that of an 
earthly commonwealth, but to be 
restored to God with interest on 
the day of reckoning." 
Second Blessing 


The 
second blessing of matri- 


mony, the pontiff says, is that of 
conjugal honor in the mutual fi- 
delity of husband and wife, and 
the words of St. Augustine again 
are quoted 
that the marriage 
rights may not be denied by cith- 
er of the parties to each other 
nor permitted to any third person. 


Citing the words of the apostle: 


"Let 
women be subject to their 


husbands as to tho Lord, because 
the husband is the head of tho 
wife, as Christ is the head of 
the 
church," 
the 
pontiff 
denies 
that this enjoins obedience to her 
husband's every request, or that it 
implies that the wife should be 
put on a level with minors, "to 
whom it is not customary to al- 
low free exercise of their rights 
on account of their lack of ma- 
ture judgment, or of their ignor- 
ance of human affairs."

"If tho man is the head," says 


the 
pontiff "the woman Is the 
heart, and as ho occupies the 
chief place in ruling, so she may 
and ought to claim for herself 
the chief place in love.
